Annual Trophy 


With the announcement last 


week by the California News- 
paper Publishers' association 
that the Covina Argus had been 
awarded the annual prize for 
the best front-page make-up for 
weeklies in the state, the Los 
Angeles Tunes cup comes for 
the third time in recent years 
to a newspaper published in the 
San Gabriel valley. 


Other winners in this area have 


been the El Monte Herald and the 
Claremont Courier, for years known 
as outstanding weekly publications. 
Out of several hundred entries for 
this prize, the committee for the 
state organization this year chose the 
Argus front page, based on balanced 
community news, construction of 
heads, illustrations and general typo- 
graphical excellence. 


The award was announced at the 


annual meeting of the state organi- 
zation of publishers, held at Santa 
Barbara last week, and came in the 
fortieth year of publishing and edit- 
ing for J. L. Matthews, who, in ac- 
cepting the award, revealed that he 
bought the original equipment for 
$750, with a down payment of $10, 
in the days when the first loads of 
lumber were being delivered for the 
homes of subdividers and settlers of 
what is now Covina city. He added 
that he was able to pay off the re- 
mainder in six months. He has been 
the newspaper's editor continuously 
since that time, for many years a 
partnership under the name of the 
Covina Argus Publishing company, 
with Carl H. Shirley and Elmer L. 
Shirley as partners and managers. 


The front page of a newspaper is 


designed to be the show window in 
the same sense as that of a merchant 
on the main street, and awards for 
excellence are made from the stand- 
point of its evident service to the 
community in reflecting the activity 
in that area, as well as to reveal skill 
in typography on a parity with the 
skill of an expert mercantile window 
dresser. The stock of goods shown 
in a window is displayed for the 
purpose of advertising the entire

Rise in Valley 


Water Levels 


V7hile much damage has been, 


done by this winter's rain there 
have also been some beneficial re- | 
suits shown by the rise of storage 
water it; the underground basins un- 
der Los Angeles counny, according 
to figures on file in the office of 
Chief Engineer Eaton of the Los An- 
geles county flood control district. 


On December 29, the gauge at the 


district's key well in Baldwin Park 
registered a water level of 127 feet 
from the surface. On January 11, 
following the recent rainstorm, the 
level was 122 feet from the surface, 
showing a rise of water in the un- 
derground basin of five feet. 


The gauge at the key well for the 


Santa Anita watershed, located east j 
of Sierra Madre, December 27, show- 
ed a water level of 33.3 feet from 
the surface. On January 8 it was 
14.4 feet from the surface, showing 
a rise in the underground basin of 
nearly 19 feet. 


At the key well near Devil's Gate 


dam the water level stood 306 feet 
from the top December 28, and 298 
feet on January 8, a rise of eight 
feet. 


The water levels, according to En- 


gineer Eaton, are far above the aver- 
age for this time of the year. He 
said the benefits of the recent storm 
in filling the underground basins will 
be reflected until as late as the 
month of May.

ding. 
Furthermore, 
the

wealth in grain, in the products of 
the soil, in manufactured articles, 
in wine, and the mission struc- 
tures, belonged to the Indians, 
share and share alike. It was 
never sold away from them by the 
padres, but the missions were a 
common granary and a common 
storehouse for all the Indians that 
surrounded each edifice across the 
state of California." 
"They were enslaved by an un- 


tiring love," the speaker declared; 
"a love that is shared to this day 
by the descendants of those rude 
savag&s who were lifted from their 
abject and pitiable condition by the 
courageous, god-loving, brown-rob- 
ed friars of the Christian church." 


Mr. McGroarty gave a vivid word- 


picture of the early Spanish life of 
California, of the hospitality at the 
ranches, and the fact that people 
lived in comfort in those days, with- 
out worry of mortgages and debt, 
and that money consisted of octa- 
gonal pieces of gold, which often- 
times were distributed by the owner 
to the people of the country-side, 
with which to buy the silks and 
fancy dresses and ornaments that 
were brought to the country by the 
Yankee traders in schooners. He 
spoke of the Spanish era as the 
golden age of peace and comfort and 
good-will toward all men. He al- 
luded to the Franciscan mission rule

Tying the Dollar 
to the Commodity— 


Once again, the Argus writer is threatening 


to settle this whole dollar stabilization busi- 
ness unless the economists, brain-trusts and 
New Dealers get busy and do the right thing. 


For several years we have been obsessed 


by the potentialities lying in the expansion 
of the duties of the department of commerce— 
what is now known as the department of com- 
merce and labor. Herbert Hoover, when he 
took over this moribund office in the presi- 
dential cabinet, of Harding, was placed there 
to pocket him. He expanded the functions of 
the department: made something more out of 
consuls than mere clothes horses and cotillion 
leaders, and set the whole world at work 
gathering statistics on trade and commerce. 
This did not seem very significant at the time, 
and still isn't to politicians. Here is the signifi- 
cance of that office which should be carefully 
dwelt upon, and weighed as to its proper 
equation in world recovery: 


(1) The country, or the world, could not 


intelligently talk about a commodity dollar 
until an approximately-accurate price index 
could be established. Formerly, the world 
did not have wireless, ocean cable service, fast 
steamships, and the too-marvelous news- 
gathering facilities that we have today. Facts 
about world trade, fluctuating needs and 
therefore demand, were not obtainable. But 
today it is possible to know the sr'es value 
of every one and all of the principal commo- 
dities in all parts of the world. Therefore, a 
world-price index is possible. 


(2) Armed with this information it is pos- 


sible to fix almost the exact purchasing power 
of the dollar or any world currency on any 
day. 
This would reveal to everyone that 


money value is merely a reflected value; that 
the value lies in the commodity; that the dol- 
lar does not fluctuate, but that commodities 
fluctuate. 


(3) That with a true commodity price in- 


dex the dollar can be made forever stable in 
purchasing power by dealing with its actual 
purchasing power at any given moment in- 
stead of its alleged face value, which never 
has been its value at any time. 


(4) The step that then becomes inevitable 


is to raise commodity prices to a point where 
they represent production costs and reason- 
able profit, and then to tie the dollar to the 
commodity costs. How? 


By making every disbursement of money 


for labor, for materials, for all dollar con- 
tracts, on the basis of the dollar's purchasing 
power, not on its printed face value. Could it 
be done? 


If this world, with emphasis on this coun- 


try, can work out, as has been demonstrated, 
a system by which the statistics gathered will 
reveal the value and selling prices of com- 
modities, wages can be paid exactly to corre- 
spond to the ninety-cent dollar, the sixty-cent 
dollar, the dollar-forty-five-cent dollar, or any 
of the variations that are caused by commod- 
ity fluctuations. 


Everyone knows that it is dishonest to pay 


a laborer a dollar when it will only buy sixty 
cents worth of commodities. Or to pay in 
face-value dollars when a contract expires, 
ignoring the fact that the dollar will buy less 
or more than when the contract was signed. 


In these days of transportation and com- 


munication facilities, which, in fact, make the 
difference between what is CEilled the old and 
the new era, a payroll can be made out so 
that a laborer whose agreement calls for $18 
or $25 shall receive just that amount when 
the value of the dollar in commodity prices 
is one hundred cents. And he will receive 
$17.24, or $26.90, according to th.» ratio exist- 
ing between the commodity pric= ir.dex and 
the dollar at the time that his check is due. 
And all business transactions on the same 
basis. You say that this runs into endless 
intricacy. It should not and would not, once 
the price index is established and is in the 
hands of every disburser of money every day. 
It is no more intricate than to follow the price 
of stocks amd pay off from market quotations. 


Ponzi, notorious Boston swindler, in prison for 


the past ten years for a remarkable endless chain 
financing sclicme, is to be released on parole, 
Massachusetts officials announce. He was a sensa- 
tion at the time that he was bilking hundreds in 
the staid New England area. But recent financial 
disclosures all over the country make of him a 
rather small-time piker. Time moves on, and we 
now have bigger and more spectacular swindlers, 
and -more of them.

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TRAINING AND OBLIGATIONS 


By BEN S. MILLIKAN 


Covina Superintendent of Schools 


The normal school trained teachei 


will do better work, the first year, 
but the .college trained teacher will 
be batter after some experience, be- 
cause of the deeper background. A 
teacher is continually drawing upon 
his resources, and nothing less than 
a college training can properly sup- 
ply the demand. 


Too often teachers are more in- 


terested in the subject they are 
teaching than the outcome of the 
boys and girls. The business of the 
teacher is to train the youth for 
life's work. The teacher should not 
center interest upon scholarship. 


Interest in subjects over boys and 


girls brings up many problems. I 
think this type of a teacher has more 
problems in discipline and is a great 
flunker. They are usually 'a formal 
discipline advocate. 


Originally a high school teacher 


was expected to be able to teach any 
or all of the high school subjects. 
The next stage was to prepare to 
teach only one subject. The latest 
idea is for a teacher to teach two 
subjects of the nature of his majors 
and minors. The idea is that he does 
not become so narrow as when con- 
fined to one subject. He appreciates 
the value of other departments when 
he works in more than one field. 


SOME SPECIALISTS 


On the other hand, he can not be 


so well prepared in two fields as in 
one. Some teachers can teach well 
in one subject but blunder around 
when trying another. There are too 
few teachers that are capable to take 
on preparation for more than one 
subject. 


A teacher must have faith in hu- 


man nature. It gives to the teacher 
a vision, a star of guiding hope. It 
is also a weapon against discourage- 
ment. 
Brown says: 
"Faith gives 


dignity, steadiness and power to a 
teacher. I think it makes a teacher 
believe he has the best job in the 
world." 


Mentality, character, individuality, 


physique, conduct, unselfishness, and 
politeness are all fundamental ele- 
ments in the good teacher. 


Women handle the primary and 


lower grades better than men. They 
are more patient and motherly with 
children. 


Boys from the age of twelve on 


should have some masculine influ- 
ence. Boys are beginning to think 
themselves men, and need the in- 
fluence and association of men. Men 
are inclined to overlook many things 
that women would think very bad 
Women's exactness with boys oftei 
cause trouble, but the boys need the 
refining qualities of women as wel 
as the virile qualities of men. We 
need bctfh for the training of boys 
from the age of 12 to 18. 


TRAINING OF GIRLS 


Girls also need the training anc 


influence of both men and women 
The girls need the womanly ideal 
set before them, but they also need 
the masculine mind and charade: 
influence. 


Boys and girls should be trainei 


as they live. They are to live wit! 
men and women in the world so the> 
should be educated that way. I d 
. not believe in the separation of girl 


and boys or the teaching of them 
by one sect. It is to me taking them 
out of life to train them for life. 


The good teacher must be able to 


secure the attention of the pupil. 
Participating attention is a situation 
in a class room when the pupils are 
giving good attention and freely par- 
ticipating in the recitation. Showing 
that they are thinking about the 
lesson subject. A condition whereby 
the teacher has induced the pupils 
to prepare and think about the les- 
son. It is the ideal class situation. 
Every principal should strive to 
build up his faculty with this type 
of teacher. 


ESTABLISH VISION 


The principal must set the pace 


for the teacher. He must first estab- 
lish a vision of the field of education. 
This vision should incorporate the 
idea that the preparation of boys 
and girls is for life's work, and that 
they are active agents to carry on 
the activities of the world's affairs. 
These boys and girls are to be recog- 
nized as individuals which are im- 
mature and are to be matured. In 
this process of maturity they must 
possess right attitudes of mind, right 
valuations of action, proper desires 
and aspirations, right habits and 
skills. The end in education must 
be particularized so that the boys 
and girls have power to judge witr. 
desire to act properly. They must 
ba able to direct and inspect in edu- 
cation, health, public recreation, and 
transportation. 


COMMUNITY SUPPORT 


The principal must Iteep in tune 


with the community so that he may 
keep his school in tune with the 
world. He must be able to develop 
his point of view with his faculty so 
that he can effect coordination of 
effort. He must not attempt to do 
all of the detail but to train^efficient 
help to take care of it. Ke must in- 
still his teachers with a vision with 
his own explanation, together with 
the aid of experts, books and maga- 
zines. He must show them that the 
subjects are only the means to an 
end. To do all of this the principal

ter marketed, and the surplus better 
controlled," said 
Mr. Armstrong. 


'For the past five years an average 
of 4000 cars, or over 20 per cent of 
the lemon crops, have been removed 
irom the fresh fruit market and con- 
verted 
into 
useful 
by-products, 


chiefly citric acid, lemon oil and 
pectin," he said. 


"In spite of these constant sur- 


pluses the grower's return per acre 
has been protected, and the average 
lemon grower has received a good 
reward for his labor and invest- 
ment, so much so that everyone 
wants to acquire lemon acreage in 
preference to other varieties. Mr. 
Armstrong, an orange grower him- 
self, says growers agree that their 
citrus properties have fared better 
and are still more promising than 
most other investments of recent 
years. 


LEMON SALES HEAVY 


Lemon sales to date this season 
re the heaviest on record, with one 
xception, and prices are satisfac- 
ory, he said. In addition to better 
:ontrol of surplus, 
lemons have 


>enefitted from tariff protection and 
jy displacing foreign lemons tiiru 
ceeping all markets fully supplied 
t all times with a more dependable 
and better quality product. 


Imports in recent years prior to 


1930 ran around 3000 cars. In 1931 
there were 816 cars; 1932, 286 cars, 
and 1933, 417 cars. The last six years 
show average total lemon supplies to

Mountain lions seem to be getting 


scarcer in California. During 1933 
the kill of these animals, the most 
devastating enemy of deer, as well 
as cattle and other domestic stock, 
fell off considerably. The bounties 
paid by the state fish and game com- 
mission on lions for the year was 
269, as against 325 for 1932. 


During the past four years 54 per 


cent of the scalps turned in were of 
female lions, and this is attributed 
as one of the most important fac- 
tors in the decrease of these beasts. 


It is estimated by the chief of the 


bureau of game refuges that 269 
lions would account for the loss of 
nearly 15,000 deer a year. The toll 
for cattle, sheep and other domestic 
animals would abo reach a high 
figure. 


Since bounties on mountain lions 


were first paid in 1907 there has 
been 6665 of these predators taken 
out of circulation by state lion hunt- 
ers and others who sought to make 
a little side money by collecting the 
bounty of $20 for a male and $30 for 
a female lion.
